Brief Chronicle of the last JFortnight. 

Hull. — A third of the "People's Concerts" was given 
at the Victoria Rooms on the 24th of January. There was 
a good attendance, and the various parts of the concerts 
were given with considerable taste and excellence. 

The Philharmonic Society have announced their 
forty-second season. The concerts to take place at the 
Hanover Square Rooms on March 6th, 20th ; April 3rd, 
24th ; May 8th, 22nd, and June 5th, 19th. Conductor, 
Mr. Costa. 

The New Philharmonic. — It is announced that the con- 
certs will take place at St. Martin's Hall this year, instead 
of at Exeter Hall as heretofore. Beethoven's Grand Mass 
in D will be produced during the season. The concerts 
take place on March 22nd ; April 5th and 26th ; May 10th 
and 24th, and June 27th. The orchestra and chorus will 
be on the same scale as last year. 

Mr. Case has brought an action against Mr. Smith, the 
Lessee of Drury Lane Theatre, for breach of contract It 
is generally believed that the Lyceum will be the scene of 
action for the National Opera Company. 

Royal Academy or Music. — The annual series of 
concerts for the exhibition of the progress of the students 
of the academy, will be given on the following dates : 
March 25th, April 29th, June 10th, and July 8th. Mr. 
Lucas, as usual, will occupy the post of Conductor. 

King Lynn. — On the 1st and 2nd of February, Rom- 
berg's Lay of the Bell, and a miscellaneous selection, were 
given by the Lynn Musical Union. The new music hall 
alluded to (ante p. 303) would appear to be highly neces- 
sary, as the performances had to be repeated, in order to 
accommodate all the society's members. 

Harrow. — A sacred concert in the Speech Room was 
attended by about four hundred of the principal gentry in 
the neighbourhood. 

The Oxford Choral Society held their annual dinner 
under the presidency of Mr. Reinagle, their talented 
leader. 

Foreign. — Verdi, it would seem, is still maintaining 
his ground in Italy. His last opera, II Trovatore, lately 
produced at the Scala at Milan, has created a furore, and 
had six-and-twenty representations during the season. His 
Masnadieri, (which failed in London though Jenny Lind 
was the prima donna), and Ernani, have been ainon# the 
successful of the pieces recently performed at the Scala. 



Clara Novello is at present the prima donna at that theatre, 
and in great favor with the Milanese. Johanna Wagner 
is at the Court Theatre at Berlin, reaping laurels as 
a vocal tragedian, to comfort her under her legal troubles, 
the long arm of London law having reached her even in 
the Prussian capital. A young barytone is making a sen- 
sation on the stage at Florence. He was a poor unin- 
structed youth, a sand-heaver on the Arno, before his fine 
voice was discovered by his patrons. Rossini pronounces 
him the finest barytone yet heard. — Spectator. 

Canterbury, — Concerts for the People. The success 
of the first series has induced the commencement of 
a second. 

Maidstone. — Late exertions have given the Choral 
Society a more promising aspect. It now numbers 140 
members, who gave a successful concert on the 31st of 
January. 

Pacini. — A new opera by this composer has been repre- 
sented with success at Rome. 

Berlioz is announced as having taken his departure 
from Paris, to conduct concerts at Elberfeld, Carlsruhe, 
and Dresden. 

Mr. Edward Fitzwilliam, favorably known as a com- 
poser of dramatic music, was recently married to Miss 
Ellen Chaplin, of the Haymarket Theatre. 

Atherstone. — Mr. and Mrs. Paget gave a highly 
successful concert in the Town Hall. Mr. Thompson 
conducted. 

The Portsmouth Amateur Musical Union met on 
February 3rd. Conductor, Mr. W. C. Ellis. 

Beethoven's Mass in D. — The following musical 
season is likely to prove one of unusual interest to the 
lovers of good music in its highest form.
